PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Review and Farewell 


As all things come to their inevitable conclusion, so do 
the sands of time run out on the sixty-eighth year of the 
Illinois Society of Professional Engineers. As we ap- 
proach the annual meeting, perhaps we should pause to 
take stock, and to decide whether we have gone forward, 
remained static, or gone backward during this past year. 

One of the best measures of Society effectiveness is 
perhaps to be found in the work of our committees. A 
glance at the inside cover of the Illinois Engineer reveals 
a long list of standing committees, the scope of which 
covers rather completely the activities of the society. It 
is obvious that the work of these groups cannot all be re- 
viewed in the limited space allocated to this message, 
nor would I want to make such a review, for many of 
these committees undertake long and involved work 
which is reported in detail at the annual meeting. It 
will be a source of satisfaction for all to hear these re- 
ports and to recognize the progress which has been made 
by nearly all of these committees. There are two, how- 
ever, whose work I must comment on, for I believe they 
have exerted a tremendous influence on both the present 
and future welfare of the Society. 

The first is the committee on Professional Education. 
As a new committee with a broad field in which to work, 
they chose to concentrate their first year’s efforts in 
working to promote professional awareness among stu- 
dents and faculty members in Illinois engineering schools. 
Upon their recommendation, the November 1952 issue of 
the Illinois Engineer was forwarded to every Senior 
engineering student in our Llinois schools. This par- 
ticular issue was aimed at the student engineer, and a 
mimeographed sheet was inserted in each copy lsting 
chapter officers and addresses, with the request that the 
reader contact one of the officers of a nearby chapter if 
interested. It is gratifying to learn that there has been 
some response to this invitation. Also gratifying is the 
report that there has been a stir of interest in the Society 
among engineering faculty members, and even more to 
the point, there have been some new applications for 
membership from them. The important thing, however, 
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is that the seeds of professionalism have been sown in 
the proper places. It is merely a start, and the seeds 
which have been so carefully planted must be nurtured 
through the germination process into growth, and they 
must be tended until they flourish of their own accord. 

The other committee which I want to mention is the 
one which concerns itself with Ethies and Practice. The 
Illinois Society was asked for an opinion concerning the 
ethics of certain procedures by the Highway Division of 
the State of Illinois. The matter was turned over to the 
committee who promptly took it under study, and re- 
ported their findings and recommendations to the Board. 
The Board accepted the recommendations as presented, 
and the Secretary’s office was able to report the findings 
to the Highway Division in a little over two weeks from 
the date of the original inquiry. This indicates two 
things: one, that our Society is geared to act in a hurry 
when necessary ; and two, that the Society is looked upon 
as the professional voice of the engineer in the State of 
Illinois. 

Other committees are no less important, and their par- 
ticular functions are vital to the Society’s progress, but 
it would seem that the impact of the two cases outlined 
above are probably the outstanding developments in pub- 
lic relations during this past year. They indicate prog- 
ress in our quest for professional recognition, and I am 
inclined to believe that our stature has increased con- 
siderably as the direct result of the work of these two 
committees. 

In review, I feel that on the whole we have had a sue- 
cessful year. There have been some disappointments, but 
nearly all of our undertakings have been more than sat- 
isfactory when the final results were examined. Some 
matters, by virtue of their nature, must carry over to 
the next administration for completion, and of course 
some items, such as membership, are of a continuing 
nature and are never completed. 

As I shall not have another opportunity to speak again 
through the President’s column, I should lke to thank 
you all for the loyal support you have given during my 
term of office. I am particularly grateful to the Board 
of Direction for their kindness and their cooperation in 
carrying out the business of the Society. To the Com- 
mittee chairmen and members who have served so faith- 
fully in the routine matters of Society interest, may I 
say that without your untiring efforts, no President can 
have a successful year. To the Chapter officers and mem- 
bers who have entertained me at your meetings, may I 
express my gratitude for your hospitality and your in- 
terest in what I have said about the organization and 
its work. Finally, I want to acknowledge and thank the 
Secretary and the Assistant Secretary for the splendid 
cooperation received throughout the year. 

I know I speak for the entire Society when I say to 
President-Elect Brichler and Vice-President-Elect Klas- 
sen that we wish them the best of success in their admin- 
istration, and we pledge our loyalty and cooperation.

Mr. Brichler is a worthy recipient of the honor which 
the Society has conferred upon him, the office of presi- 
dent, the highest in its organization.

SPEAKER AT THE ANNUAL BANQUET 

State Senator Frank P. Johnson has been obtained 
to give the address at the Annual Banquet on Friday 
evening, March 27th. Senator Johnson is noted for his 
ability to give an inspiring talk with a sufficient amount 
of humor and pathos to keep his audience alert and 
interested. He has long conducted a eolumn in a Kewa- 
nee newspaper entitled, ‘‘The Window of the Week,”’ 
and is known locally as the ‘‘Window Trimmer.’’ He 
has titled his address to be given at the Banquet, ‘‘ Win- 
dow Trimmings.’’ 

A veteran of World War I, the Kewanee senator has 
spent his adult life since college in newspaper and plat- 
form work. For many years he was on the lecture staff 
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of Redpath Chautauqua, and spoke in most of the states. 
He was twice elected president of the International Plat- 
form Association now headed by Drew Pearson. 

He served on the publicity staff of A Century of 
Progress, Texas Centennial and Great Lakes Expositions. 
He worked with Billy Rose at the Fort Worth Frontier 
Exposition. His recent speaking engagements included 
the Illinois State Press Association, [llinois Bankers 
Association, State Nurserymen’s Association, Illinois As- 
soclation of Postmasters, and [llinois Elks Mid-winter 
Roundup. He has served as chairman of the Illinois 
State Elks’ Association’s scholarship and essay commit- 
tees. 

He was elected to the Illinois House of Representatives 
in 1948 and to the state senate in 1950. 

The State of Illinois is noted for its homespun philoso- 
phers — A. Lincoln, Carl Sandburg. Senator Johnson 
can well be included with this group. 


SPEAKER AT ANNUAL LUNCHEON 


Mr. R. J. Kryter, who will give the address at the 
Annual Luncheon on Friday noon, has chosen for his 
topic, ‘‘Recent Atomic Developments.”’ 

He will describe the tremendous changes which have 
taken place and the startling new accomplishments of 
the last two years. He will discuss three separate phases 
of atomic development, those being Military Weapons, 
Useful Power from the Atom, and the Production and 
Use of Radioactive Isotopes for Science and Industry. 

The treatment will be technically accurate, but in the 
every-day language of the engineer. It will not be a 
review of nuclear physics theory, but a story of actual 
practical accomplishments and of further practical pos- 
sibilities. 

The discussion will bring the hearers up to date with 
the latest developments. It will bring out the impact 


of military considerations on engineering problems, and 
the unparalleled economic consequences of the entire 
program. 

In the development of the Atomic Bomb during World 
War II, recording instruments were used in all phases 
of the project. Inasmuch as confidential war contracts 
passed through Mr. Kryter’s hands, he had an unusual 
opportunity to follow this vast undertaking.

Mr. Kryter graduated from Purdue University in 
1923 with a degree in Chemical Envineering. For a 
number of years he was a research engineer with the 
Prest-O-Lite Company, becoming head of the chemical 
laboratory. In 1932 he joimed the Easterline-Angus Com- 
pany, manufacturers of electrical instruments. He is 
now Treasurer of that company, and a member of the 
firm. 

Mr. Kryter is past-chairman of the Indiana Section 
of the American Chemical Society, past-president of the 
Secientech Club of Indianapolis, member of the American
